DRUNK WITH SELF 
CONFIDENCE, SOON 
BE DISILLUSIONED 


Emperor's Subjects Hopelessly in Dark, Being Dragged Deeper and 
Deeper Into Uncertainties of World War—Believe Sword Has 
Been Forced in Their Hand—Belgian Resistance Scarcely Con- 
sidered. 


(Capital Leased Wire.) 

London, Aug. 10.—When the history of this Armageddon is 
written, no matter what its outcome, the world will known that, sp 
far as Germany was concerned it was a war of miscalculations. 

Germany has blundered in her preparatory stages and initial 
developments all along the line. Her own people, will come to realize 
this before long, when they do so there will be wailing, and gnashing 
of teeth. 

At present they are hopelessly in the dark. Drunk with self 
confidence, they are being dragged deeper and deeper into the uncer- 
tainties of a world war in the belief that the sword has been forced into 
the kaiser’s hand. 

France Thought Unready. 

Germany’s miscalculations have been both political and military, 
They: began with the cocksure supposition that the triple entente 
would not withstand the shock of war. France was held to be un- 
ready. Russia was looked upon as on the brink of a revolution both 
political and industrial, 

England was thought to be preoccupied with Ulster and dis- 
Inclined under any circumstances to risk anything in a great con- 
tinental struggle not directly affecting her. Italy’s help was regarded 
as a foregone conclusion. 

The idea of the Belgian’s resistance to Germany's temporary 
Invasion, was hardly considered. That Belgium could offer military 
opposition worthy of Plevena never entered Berlin's mind, American 
sympathy was absolutely counted upon. Its absence is the cruellest 
eisappointment the kaiser’s government has so far suffered. 

Hour of Rude Awakening. 


Its miscalculations in regard to England were perhaps the 
greatest of all. It scouted the idea of an English army, or the idea 
that a Kitchener might suddenly be placed in charge of it. The Ger- 
mans have been educated by their political professor to believe that 
a great European war which involved Great Britain meant the in- 
dependence of Canada, Australia and South Africa and revolutions 
in India and Egypt. The hour of rude awakening has set in. Great 
soldiers and statesmen warned that the war would produce surprises. 
They have begun with a vengeance.

Germans Routed in Mountain

NUMEROUS SKIRMISHES

Valley of Seille is Inundated 
With Germans Who Hope 
to Stop Advance. 


(Capital Leased Wire.) 
Paris, Aug, 10.—A statement Issued 


by the war department at a late hout 
last night says that numerous skirm- 
ishes are taking place along the entire 
front of the French army. One clash 
with the Germans was violent and the 
losses on both sides were serlous. 

The official communication adds that 
the German troops are receiving rein- 
forcements and that the French also 
are being strengthened, <A battle be- 
gan on Saturday evening on the ridges 
of the Vosges mounrtsins. Aeroplanes 
took part, The French troops, after a 
desperate encounter, obtained posses- 
sion of the mountain passes of Bon- 
homme and Sainte Marie, Then, on 
Sunday morning, when the fighting 
was resumed they took a_ position 
dominating Sainte Marie Aux Mines, 

The French losses in the taking of 
Sainte Marie are not specifically given 


in the official report which confines 
{Itself to declaring that they were 
serious. 


The wounded French and German 
soldiers were taken to the French 
fortress of Epinal for treatment. 

A French aeroplane which descended 
during the engagement was repeatedly 
fired at.

RELIGION AND LOVE

Montreal, Aug. 10-—“It is our duty, 
and every one's duty, to give Britain 
our inyal and hearty support, and in 
this I am sure our people will not fail, 
for both religion and love of coun- 
try demands it at our hands."

Let us not forget also the 
famous conference at The Hague, from 
which the pope was unfortunately ex- 
cluded, and also the temple of peace, 
erected at a great cost, in order to 
assure the world. They did not take 
{nto consideration, however, the great 
ruler in Heaven, who perhaps at tha 
proper time had to give a reply to tho 
bravado, to the insults, and the implety 
of men, as well as to national crimes, 


BOY SCOUTS CARRIED

Brussels, Aug, 10.—King Albert has 
issued a general order to the Belgian 
army in which he says the “heroltc de- 
fence of the garrison at Liege wMll live 
for ever in the memory of the nation.” 
“Soldiers,” he continued, “remember 
that the Belgian army is the advance 
guard of an immense army engaged 
in a titanic struggle,” and added a 
greeting to the French army, “which 
is coming to our aid.” 
+“Together,” the king said, “we will 
march to victory.” 

It is reported that several boy scouts 
have been killed and wounded in the 
fighting about Liege. The boy scouts 
were most useful throughout the en- 
gagements in carrying despatches, and 
showed great courage. 
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GERMANS PAY AN AWFUL 
PRICE BEFORE GAINING 
ENTRANCE INTO LIEGE 


District Around Forts Sown With Obstacles by Belgians Who Work 
Havoc on Invaders by Heavy Artillery—Seventeen Notables, of 
Captured City Held as Hostages By Kaiser’s Troops. 


Brussels, Aug. 10.—The occupation 
of the city of Liege was carried out 
yesterday by the Germans. Tho sur- 
vounding forts are still holding out. 
The garrison, realizing that the citadel 


in the center of the city could not be 
held, blew it up to prevent the In- 
vaders using it. It was an old, disused 
fortress, 

The Germans, on seeing spaces be- 
tween the forts opened before them, 
started bombarding on Thursday 
evening. Among those who entered 
was General Von Emmich, commander 
of the tenth army corps, and_his staff. 
At the citadel, which is the barracks, 
the governor and the burgomaster of 
Liege were informed unless the town 
forts surrendered the Germans would 
bombard the town and raze it com- 
pletely, On orders from his govern- 
ment, the governor then left the town, 

On Friday night seventeen notables 
of Liege, headed by the bishop, burgo- 
master and sheriff, with some deputies, 
proceeded to the citadel and begged 
General Von Emmich not to bombard 
the town. The general replied that 
the forts must surrender or he would 
begin the bombardment. The Ger- 
mans asserted that the peasants in 
the district had committed hostile acts 
against them. 

Detained as Hostages. 

“All members of the deputation were 
detained as hostares, and it Is not yet 
known whether they have since been 
liberated.” 

Paris Aug. 10.—The first attack of 
the northeastern German column was 
made on the left. It attacked Tort 
Fleron itself and the intervening space 
between Fort Fleron and Evesnee and 
also the Interval between Forts Fleron 
and Chaudfontaine. 

The attack from the beginning was 
without dash. The district had been 
sown with obstacles by the Belgian in- 
fantry and the artillery fire from the 
forts was heavy and.well placed. 

The Belgian attack from the inter- 
vals between the forts was energetic.

“The German heavy artillery thera 
was concentrated against Fort Bar- 
chon, but seemed badly directed, The 
heavy Belgian artillery dominated tho 
German air and destroyed two of thelr 
heavy guns, 

Germans’ Deadly Task. 


London, Aug. 10.—The Daily Tele- 
graph's Rotterdam correspondent in a 
despatch filed Sunday says: 

“How deadly was the task the Ger- 
mans undertook In rebuilding tha 
bridge over the Meuse river is shown 
by the Rotterdam Courants correspon- 
dent at Maastricht. A pontoon bridge, 
built by the Germans, he says, was 
shot away so that further troops could 
not cross it. The 25th and 19th Ger- 
man regiments which supported the 
bridge builders, were mown down by 
the quick firing guns. A wounded 
Belgian was asked how the Germans 
had fared, and replied in one word, 
“annihilated.” 

“The wounded who can be trans- 
ported by rail are to be brought from 
the hospitals at Maastricht to Alka- 
mar.” 

Another correspondent who visited 
the battle fields at Vise and Liege 
writes: 

“Jot far from a little Dutch frontier 
village I paseed the remains of a big 
German camp. Dead soldiers, clvillans, 
and horses and wagons, carts and bi- 
cycles lay in confusion, Germans and 
Delgians lay side by side, evidence 
that there was fighting man to man. 
Houses had been sacked because sol- 
diers wished to avenge themselves on 
civilians who fired upon them from 
windows,

New York, Aug. 10,—Customs in- 
&pectors who boarded the British tank 
steamer Narragansett, in today from 
Rotterdam, were informed by a sailor 
of the Narragansett crew that the 
North German Lloyd Kron Prinz Wil- 
helm had been captured by the Britisy 
cruiser Essex and that the Essex was 
taking her to Hamilton, Bermuda. The 
sailor sald a wireless message last 
faturday from the Essex to the station 
in Bermuda intercepted by the Nar- 
ragansett told of the capture. 

The Kron Prinz Wilhelm sailed from 
New York last Tuesday heayily laden 
with coal, ostensibly for Bremen, 

The report was given some credence 
here in view of the announcement by 
the Canadian government made at Ot- 
tawa last night, that the Essex had 
advised the Bermuda station that she 
was bringing in a prize. The name 
of the captured vessel was not disclosed 
Jn the announcement, 

Since the beginning of the war the 
Essex has been cruising between Ber-

She has 
accommodations for 1,715 passengerg 
and a crew of 662, 

A despatch from San Juan, Porto 
Nico, last night, sald the German 
crutser Karlsrupe had arrived there 
Sunday morning, taken on enough coal 
to permit her steaming to Hamburg 
and would leave this morning. 

The Karlsrupe is believed to be one 
of the German cruisers which have 
been hurrying French and British ves- 
sels leaving New York for European 
ports. If she was short of coal and 
did not get further supplies from the 
Kron Trinz Wilhelm, she would be 
forced {nto some neutral port for fuel.

CAPTURE OF LIERE 
OF LITTLE VALUE 
TOGERMANTROOPS 


Belgian General Staff Asserts 
Occupation Has No Influence 
Strategic Situation, 


MAIN ARMY REPORTED BE 
ADVANCING EROM LOUVAIN 


Stated Tuetons So Weakened 
Unable to Effectively At- 
tack the Forts. 


Iondon, Aug. 10.—Messages received 
here today in official quarters from the 
Belgian general staff assert that the 
occupation of the town of Liege by the 


German troops has not had the slight- 
est influence on the strategic situation, 
It is declared that so long as the ring 
of forts around Liege remains intact, as 
it still is, the guns command the prin- 
cipal roads by which the German army 
can advance. This, it is pointed out, 
makes it impossible for the Germans 
under the present circumstances to re- 
ceive supplies or ammunition. 

Every line of railroad between Liege 
and the German frontier is alleged to 
have been destroyed and the Belgian 
troops are said to have blown up every 
bridge and tunnel. The Belgian general 
staff declares that it has recelvyed re- 
ports that the Germans, expecting to 
take TAege in a few hours, brought with 
them only sufficient food for a few days 
and Uttle ammunition, their plan be- 
ing rush Liege and make it their 
base of operations. 

The same authority states that the 
German assertion of capture of 4,C00 
Belgian prisoners ts baseless and adds 
that not a single Belgian soldier re- 
mains in the town of Liege, as they are 
all quartered in the forts. 

As far as can be learned by the Bel- 


gian general staff, some 120,000 Ger- 
man troops were*engaged at Liege. 
They aro said to have been so weak- 
ened as to be unable to effectively at- 
tack the forts. On the other hand, it 
is argued that it is not possible for the 
fort to concentrate their attack on the 
town of Lieg® Itself. 

The next development in the situation 
is expected to be the arrival of the Bel- 
gian main army, reported to be ad- 
vancing rapidly from Louvain, in the 
northwest, to attack the Germans oc- 
cupying the town of Liege. 

Lrussels, (via Paris) Aug. 10.—The 
Frelgian general staff today says the 
situation in regard to the Germans has 
modified since yesterday. However, 
the German forces are said to be going 
backwards before the advance of the 
French troops, a considerable effective 
force of which has got into contact 
with the German advance guard. it 
is reported that the entire territory to 
south of the Meuse has been cleared of 
German soldiers, 

The French and Belgian armies will 
take the offensive simultaneously in 
conformity with a concentrated plan of 
campaign. 

The emperor of Russia has _ tele- 
graphed King Albert expressing sin- 
cere admiration of the bravery of the 
Relgian army and the best wishes for 
the Belgian contest for independence. 

After the German troops reached 
Warsag, in the province of Liege, ac- 
cording to people who saw their ar- 
rival, there assembled all tho inhabit- 
ants and 14 from among them were 
chosen. Of these eight are said to have 
been shot and two hanged. The mayor 
himself was arrested, but afterward 
liberated by German officers who had 
been his guests the day before. 

Other instances of alleged outrages 
by German soldiers are related in the 
Relgian government press. 


German Submarine Sunk. 


London, Aug. 10.—The admiralty has 
announced that one of thecrulser squad- 
rons of the main fleet was attacked yes- 
terday by German submarines. None of 
the British ships were damaged. One 
German submarine’ was sunk. No details 
were given as to dhe place at which the 
fighting took place.

Until this company began opera- 
tions in April of last year, all lime 
used in Edmonton came from. either 
Kananaskis or Blairmore. The Fitz- 
hugh Mme was found by builders to 
be of a superior quality, while the 
shorter ratl haul gave a substantial 
reduction in price, Fitzhugh lime 
was used last season for the Macdon- 
ald hotel, the high school, the King 
Edward school, and other first class 
buildings, Only one kiln was oper- 
ated last season, the two other kilns 
being added to take care of this sea- 
son's demand. The kiln was closed 
down last season on December 8, and 
operations were resumed on February 
6. The company expects to run this

Rock ta 
now being used from the new quarry, 
and it will be possible to fully supply 
the Edmonton market, and, indeed, 
to supply the western country as far 
east as Saskatoon.

The be- 
lief is that there is no permanent 
supply of water on their usual range 
and that they come down to. the 
spring for water, unless the hill vege- 
tation is motstened sufficlently by the 
rain or mist. A Mr. Van Bruysell 
took a moving picture of the flock 
early this season, being only a few 
feet away from them at the time.
